High-tech handcuffs 
for high-risk prisoners 

Province buys 200 to match leg shackles after multiple escapes

High-risk prisoners in Nova Sco¬ 
tia will soon be sporting shiny 
new handcuffs to go along with 
their escape-proof leg shackles. 

The Justice Department posted 
a tender this week for 200 Model 
710HS and Model 7030HS hand¬ 
cuffs which do not operate with 
a standard handcuff key, as well 
as 200 Peerless brand hinged 
handcuffs. 

Carla Grant, spokeswoman 
with the Justice Department, 
said both brands offer higher se¬ 
curity because they don’t operate 
under a universal key.

The two men got out of their 
leg irons and ran from the trans¬ 
fer van but were apprehended 
moments later. 

Jermaine Carvery, who es¬ 
caped custody while on transfer 
April 3, also broke free of his

Nova Scotia is getting 
$10.2 million over five 
years from the federal 
government to provide 
better community services 
to First Nations communi¬ 
ties. 

The hope is to solve do¬ 
mestic problems before 
they reach the point where 
children need to be re¬ 
moved from the family 
home. 

“This funding will help to 
identify children at risk and 
provide support to their 
family before they reach a 
crisis,” said South Shore MP 
Gerald Keddy. 

The government hasn’t 
set specific goals, but hopes 
the new funding will bring 
down the number of chil¬ 
dren removed from homes. 

Child welfare on First Na¬ 
tions reserves is handled by 
First Nations Child and 
Family Services agencies, 
which are funded by the 
federal government.

Obesity camp targets 
weight-based illnesses

Capital Health’s new psy¬ 
chology-based boot camp is 
aimed at helping the nu¬ 
merous Nova Scotians fac¬ 
ing obesity analyze their 
lifestyle, eating habits and 
behaviour. 

The camp, which kicks 
off today for 100 hospital 
and Dalhousie University 
employees, is aimed at help¬ 
ing people to avoid and fur¬ 
ther manage weight com¬ 
plications like diabetes, 
high blood pressure and 
high cholesterol. 

“A lot of people have chal¬ 
lenges with falling into psy¬ 
chological traps around 
weight-loss,” nurse practi¬ 
tioner Diana Lawlor said. 
“They often start off very 
well, but have challenges 
keeping on track and hav¬ 
ing long-term success.” The 
program, which begins for 


the general public in Sep¬ 
tember, is part of Capital 
Health’s acute care portfo¬ 
lio, a three-pronged, multi¬ 
team approach to reducing 
the number of overweight 
people in Nova Scotia. 

Consisting of four ses¬ 
sions per year, the camps 
are run by Lawlor, health 
psychologist Michael Vallis, 
endocrinologist Tom Ran¬ 
som, surgeon Jim Ellsmere, 
and clinical dietician Janet 
Plowman. 

“Participants will really 
be put in the drivers seat,” 
Lawlor said. “We’ll want 
them to take some personal 
responsibility and apply 
what they’re learning.” 

Participants need to be 
obese to qualify. Obesity is 
defined as having a body 
mass index of 30 or more. 

Lawlor says about 60 per 
cent of the population in 
Nova Scotia is overweight 
with a body mass index 
greater than 26.

Data should help find flood cause: City

The city hopes data from a 
monitoring device will re¬ 
veal whether the Harbour 
Solutions pumping station 
is to blame for three 
floods in the Peninsula 
Place garage. 

“That way, (engineers) can 
either eliminate the pump¬ 
ing station as the source of 
the problem or perhaps it is 
part of the problem,” city 


spokesman James Campbell 
said. “It’s good information 
to be able to start acquiring.” 

For the third time in six 
months, the south-end 
parking garage flooded 
Monday morning. The same 
thing happened in January 
and February, damaging 
more than 50 vehicles. 

The cause hasn’t been de¬ 
termined, but tenants point 
to the newly-constructed 
nearby Harbour Solutions 
pumping station. 

“It could be a number of

other factors, but the pump¬ 
ing station seems to be the 
most popular target,” Camp¬ 
bell said. Other causes could 
be the nearby freshwater 
brook, tides and changing 
weather patterns, he added. 


He said he’s unsure how 
long it will take to analyze 
the data from the monitor¬ 
ing device, but the goal is as 
soon as possible. It’s been in 
place for two months, so 
this latest flood should pro¬ 
vide information. 

Meanwhile, he says Hal¬ 
ifax Water and Dexter 
staff spent yesterday and 
last night surveying the 
sandbag-surrounded 
garage as heavy rain from 
tropical storm Cristobal 
pelted the city.

Two Nova Scotia men, 
who escaped from a feder¬ 
al minimum-security 
prison in New Brunswick 
last weekend, were just 
the latest in a long list of 
escapees from the facility. 

Inmates Ronald Mack 
Malcokis, 20, and William 
Randall McAllister, 19, were 
the third and fourth prison¬ 
ers to escape from West¬ 
moreland Institution in the 
past two months. 

They were the 16th and 
17th to escape in the past 
three years. 

All but one of those pris¬ 
oners was caught, includ¬ 
ing Malcokis and McAllister 
who were picked up by 
Amherst RCMP in Nova 
Scotia last Saturday. 

Pipogoes Augustine, 30, 
who escaped Jul. 11, and 
was serving a two-year term 
for various theft charges, is 
still on the loose. 

“They escaped by walk¬ 
ing away,” said Andre Ve- 
niot, a spokesman for Cor¬ 
rectional Services Canada 
in the Atlantic Region, re¬ 
ferring to the two most re¬ 
cent escapes. 


Minimum security 

• Veniot said it's not uncom¬ 
mon for prisoners to get out 
of minimum-security facilities. 

There’s no perimeter fenc¬ 
ing at Westmoreland, simi¬ 
lar to most minimum-securi¬ 
ty facilities in the country, 
he said, so inmates can easi¬ 
ly walk off the property. 

Malcokis was serving a 
two and a half year sen¬ 
tence for various property 
and motor vehicle related 
offences, while McAllister 
was in for three years for a 
break and enter theft. 

Veniot said the facility is 
for inmates who are 
deemed to be “low risk to 
public safety.” 

But at least two of the 17 
prisoners who have es¬ 
caped custody since Janu¬ 
ary 2005, were serving sen¬ 
tences for murder. 

He said Correctional Serv¬ 
ices Canada is always trying 
to improve security to en¬ 
sure public safety, but would 
not get into details about 
what’s being done to pre¬ 
vent escapes from the New 
Brunswick facility. 

“We do not discuss opera¬ 
tional matters,” he said.

A new citizens* group that 
wants to reverse amalga¬ 
mation held it's first annu¬ 
al meeting last night. 

After about a year of plan¬ 
ning, the Citizens for Hali¬ 
fax met at Saint Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity to go over their prin¬ 
ciples and elect board mem¬ 
bers. 

“We see a promising fu¬ 
ture for our city, but it must 
be a city, not a municipali¬ 
ty,” said Don Mills, a found¬ 
ing member of the society. 

Dividing the HRM in two 
was the first of seven posi¬ 
tion statements approved 
last night. Mills said the cur¬ 
rent city council structure is 
‘unworkable’ and is too 
much for the geography 
and diversity of the area. 


“We believe there’s a 
structure problem and 
that’s the root of many of 
the problems we have in 
this community.” 

Rather than 23 HRM 
councilors, Mills said he’d 
rather see a city council of 
12 members and a Halifax 
County council of 11 mem¬ 
bers. 

Some areas of the munici¬ 
pality are spending more in 
taxes then they’re receiving 
in services, said Mills outlin¬ 
ing his second point. 

“We need to have a voice 
in the community that says 
we need to align taxes with 


the cost of service delivery,” 
he said. 

Patricia Busby explained 
the third point about the 
goal of making Halifax the 
most environmentally sus¬ 
tainable city in Canada by 
2020. 

“We believe a higher level 
of commitment to sustain¬ 
ability is needed by the 
city,” she said. 

Busby also argued for 
more money spent on arts 
and culture, and the cre¬ 
ation of innovation awards. 

Mills said Citizens for Hal¬ 
ifax already has 500 paid 
members.

‘Size and scope’ of administering 
cancer drug is causing delays

avastin Cancer patients 
wanting to get Avastin free- 
of-charge don’t have much 
longer to wait. 

The province agreed to 
cover the life-extending 
drug when they unveiled 
the budget three months 
ago. Yesterday NDP and Op¬ 
position Leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said compassion de¬ 
mands the government 
move faster in delivering on 
their promise. 

“What people are now 
asking themselves is how 
much longer is it going to 
take?” Dexter said. 

“These are very stressful 
times for people who are 
suffering from cancer and 
who are also struggling for 
how they’re going to pay for 
expensive medication.” 

About 100 Nova Scotians 
are waiting for Avastin. 

Health Minister Chris 


d’Entremont said it’s taking 
longer than expected, but 
they will start accepting pa¬ 
tients in about two weeks. 

“We’re a month off, but I 
think with the world of pol¬ 
itics and how government 
works, that’s not too bad.” 

Hammering out the eligi¬ 
bility requirements as well 
as solving staff and space is¬ 
sues took some time. 

“I think Mr. Dexter thinks 
it’s just about the cost of the 
drugs, I don’t think he un¬ 
derstands the size and the 
scope of having to adminis¬ 
ter the drug,” d’Entremont 
said. 

“Because it’s infused, it’s 
administered by a hospital 
and we have to have the 
seats, nurses and techni¬ 


cians available. There are al¬ 
ready people in line waiting 
to get other IV drugs and 
we’re adding workload to 
those clinics. That’s what’s 
taking time.” 

The delay is painful for 
people who are shelling out 
about $3,000 a month for 
the drug, Dexter said. 

“People are giving up oth¬ 
er parts of their life, which 
they can’t afford to budget 
for.” 

Patients who are paying 
for the drug will be reim¬ 
bursed from April 1st, d’En¬ 
tremont said. 

It will be offered right 
across the province, and 
some districts will have to 
hire some staff to handle 
the workload.

Art exhibition opens for 25 th anniversary of community's relocation

To move forward from 
Africville, it’s necessary to 
understand Africville. 

The curator of Africville 
House, an exhibition of art 
inspired by the Africville 
experience, said yesterday 
at the opening of the ex¬ 
hibit, the memories can’t 
be erased like the name 
and location of the com¬ 
munity once were. 

“Africville’s name was 
deliberately erased from 
our records,” David Woods 
told a small crowd gath¬ 
ered in a tent erected in 
Seaview Park for the 25th 
anniversary of the 
Africville community relo¬ 
cation. 

Woods spent the last sev¬ 
eral weeks gathering pho¬ 
to essays, paintings, books, 
music, films, carvings and 
quilted representations of 
the Africville experience 
for the exhibit organized 
by the Africentric Learning 
Institute of Nova Scotia 


and the Council on African 
Canadian Education. 

Angel Gannon, a Nova 
Scotian artist who con¬ 
tributed her wood carving 


interpretation of the 10 
commandments of 

Africville, said that for the 
25th anniversary of the 
Africville reunion, organiz¬ 


ers wanted something spe¬ 
cial. 

“We wanted to elaborate 
on our expression of how 
we feel about Africville,” 


she said. 

Rather than just talking 
about the political issues 
surrounding the 1960s raz¬ 
ing of the African Nova 
Scotian community, organ¬ 
izers wanted to express the 
emotions involved. 

“We wanted to bring 
some life to it,” Gannon 
said. 

Her intricate carving in¬ 
cludes images of music, a 
clothesline that represents 
family and community, 
church, which is at the 
core of the community and 
nature. 

The opening reception 
for Africville House took 
place last night and a num¬ 
ber of special events in¬ 
cluding readings and per¬ 
formances will take place 
throughout the day for the 
rest of the week.

More people 
visit despite 
price of gas 

tourism Despite fears of 
high gas prices devastating 
the tourism industry, Nova 
Scotia has so far received 
one per cent more visitors 
than last year. 

Between January and 
May of this year, 627,400 
people came into the 
province, about 5,200 
more than the same peri¬ 
od last year, according to 
numbers released yester¬ 
day by the Department of 
Tourism. 

The amount coming by 
road did dip slightly, but 
still made up the majority 
of visitors at 65 per cent.

Ex-fiancee backs 
terror suspect 


The former fiancee of 
accused terrorist Momin 
Khawaja says he may have 
longed to tight in 
Afghanistan and that he 
praised the Sept. 11 ,2001 
terror attack on the U.S., 
but she never considered 
him an extremist or a ter¬ 
rorist. 

“Just because he sup¬ 
ports these things in theo- 
ly is not actually proof of 
his involvement as such,” 
Zeba Khan told Ontario Su¬ 
perior Court yesterday in a 
video link-up from Dubai. 

Khan told RCMP investi¬ 
gators during a lengthy in¬ 
terview at the Canadian 
consulate in Dubai on Sept. 
19, 2005, that her sister 
once described Khawaja as 
a “blowhard” who liked to 
hear “the sound of his own

voice.” 

Khan told Khawaja’s 
landmark terror trial she 
saw him as just another an¬ 
gry young Muslim man she 
hoped to change once they 
got married, a marriage 
that didn’t happen because 
Khawaja decided he was a 
jihadist first and foremost. 

“I thought I would marry 
him and change him,” said 
Khan, 28. 

Khan, who was wearing a 
pink hijab, said she hoped 
to channel Khawaja’s ener¬ 
gies away from obsessing 
about getting even with 


the West and into some¬ 
thing positive, such as hu¬ 
manitarian work. 

Khan told the court that 
Khawaja’s behaviour “did 
not in any way line up to 
terrorist activity.” 

Khawaja, 29, born and 
raised in Orleans near Ot¬ 
tawa, faces seven terrorism 
charges, including funding 
a terrorist group and build¬ 
ing an electronic device 
that the Crown alleges was 
to be used to detonate a 
600-lcilogram fertilizer 
bomb. 

He was the first person 
charged in Canada under 
the Anti-Terrorism Act, 
passed by Parliament in re¬ 
sponse to the Sept. 11, 
2001, terror attacks in the 
United States.

Karadzic’s hidden life

Radovan Karadzic, one of 
the world’s most wanted 
men, lived for years in a 
Belgrade suburb posing as 
a doctor of alternative 
medicine, hiding his 
famous face behind long 
hair, a bushy beard and 
thick glasses. 

Pictures given to Reuters 
by people who knew him 
as his alter ego show his 
face, ruddy in his heyday as 
the leader of Bosnian Serb 
forces, now sunken and 
shallow. His eyes are dull 
behind old-fashioned, tint¬ 
ed frames. 

The slightly curved nose 
is the only obvious similari¬ 
ty. 

The trademark salt-and- 
pepper mane, perfectly 
coiffed throughout the 
1992-95 war, had turned 
from sleek to frizzy. He 
wore it in a plaited top- 


knot, pure white mixed 
with flashes of black. 

Not like the robust politi¬ 
cian charged with orches¬ 
trating the murder of 8,000 
people in Srebrenica and 
being responsible for the 
death of 11,000 in the 43- 


month siege of Sarajevo. 

Karadzic lived quietly in 
New Belgrade. Officials say 
he used the name Dr. Dra- 
gan David Dabic, and made 
a living as a practitioner of 
alternative medicine.

Bulldozer attack injures 
16 prior to Obama visit 


violence A Palestinian 
rammed a bulldozer into 
vehicles on a Jerusalem 
street yesterday before a 
visit by U.S. Democratic 
presidential candidate 
Barack Obama, who con¬ 
demned the attack and 
pledged to push for a 
peace deal. 

The attacker wounded 
at least 16 people, one se¬ 
riously, before being shot 
dead just down the road 
from the hotel where 
Obama is due to stay.

“I strongly condemn 
this attack and will al¬ 
ways support Israel in 
confronting terrorism and 
pursuing lasting peace 
and security.” 

Obama, who was to fly 
to Israel later in the day, 
pledged to start working 
for a breakthrough in Is- 
raeli-Palestinian peace 
talks from his first day in 
office, but said it was un¬ 
realistic to expect a U.S. 
president to “suddenly 
snap his fingers and bring 
about peace.”

Maximum Mini Cooper 

Clubman's expansive interior space doesn't cramp car's funky style

There's no question the Mi¬ 
ni has a lot of appeal going 
for it. Lots of people find it 
hard to resist the Mini's 
combination of compact 
size, funky styling and fru¬ 
gal fuel consumption. 

But if the only thing 
keeping you out of a Mini 
until now was its lightness 
on practicality, then deny 
yourself no more. 

The new Clubman “wag¬ 
on” is Mini’s response to 
those who viewed it as a 
fun-to-drive little car but 
felt it came up a bit short 
on interior space. Com¬ 
pared with the original Mi¬ 
ni hatchback, the Clubman 
sits on a three-inch longer 
wheelbase and adds almost 
10 inches of overall body 
length. 

These stretches not only 
make the two-passenger 
rear seat more habitable but 
also put 63 per cent more 
cargo room behind the back 
seats. And a rear-hinged 
“suicide” type rear half-door 
on the passenger side and a 
pair of swing-out rear doors 
make it very easy to get into 
the rear compartment or 


stash some stuff in the back. 

Like the regular Mini 
hatchback, the Clubman 
comes in Cooper and Coop¬ 
er S flavours. Like its hatch¬ 
back counterpart, the en¬ 
try-level Cooper, which 
starts at $26,400, gets its 
power from a 118-horse- 
power, 1.6-litre four-cylin¬ 
der engine. The more po¬ 
tent Cooper S, with a 
$31,500 starting price, 
draws its extra punch from 
a 172-hp turbocharged ver¬ 
sion of the same 1.6-litre 
four. Standard manual and 


optional automatic trans¬ 
missions are both six- 
speed units. 

In the case of the Club¬ 
man, more weight (rough¬ 
ly 80 kg) and that longer 
wheelbase may slightly 
dampen the Mini’s leg¬ 
endary agility, but there’s 
still plenty to spare for 
making it a blast to drive. 

Along with all the Mini’s 
major mechanical bits, the 
Clubman inherits the inte¬ 
rior that endeared the 
hatchback to so many of its 
owners. The dash and cen¬ 


tre console area is pep¬ 
pered with clear, round di¬ 
al shapes, dominated by a 
big central speedometer 
complete with an array of 
secondary control switch¬ 
es. 

With seats just as com¬ 
fortable and supportive as 
those in the regular Mini, 
the interior is decently hab¬ 
itable, but the real bonus 
can be found in the Club¬ 
man’s 930-litre cargo capac¬ 
ity — enough space to swal¬ 
low a mountain bike, camp¬ 
ing gear or what have you.

U.S. team bringing 'top secret' masks to Beijing 


Along with their array of 
world champions and spe¬ 
cially imported food, the 
U.S. Olympic team will be 
bringing a “top secret” 
weapon to China: Custom- 
designed masks. 

The more than 600 U.S. 
Olympians will be offered 
the masks once they arrive 
in Beijing, where air quali¬ 
ty continues to be a con¬ 


cern. The program to de¬ 
velop the masks has been 
underway for two years. 
The project’s author, physi¬ 
ologist Randy Wilber, told 
the Wall Street Journal 
that details were “quite 
honestly, top secret.” 

The spectre of hundreds 
of athletes parading into 
the opening ceremony ar¬ 
rayed as if ready for chemi¬ 


cal warfare is a serious 
nightmare for Chinese offi¬ 
cials. But America’s cloak- 
and-dagger tone only amus¬ 
es Canada’s top Olympic 
doctor Robert McCormack. 

“The way they’re couch¬ 
ing makes it sound as if 
they have something magi¬ 
cal,” he said. 

McCormack speculated 
that the U.S. plan, and the 


timing of its release, might 
be a case of gadget one-up¬ 
manship between teams. 

“There’s the games be¬ 
fore the Games,” McCorma¬ 
ck said. “You want to be 
seen to be doing something 
more than anybody else.” 

Nonetheless, Canada has 
a parallel program. 

“We have done a fair 
amount of work experi¬ 


menting with different 
masks,” McCormack said. 
Along with the team’s oth¬ 
er essential supplies, a 
shipment of Canadian 
masks have already landed 
in Beijing. Though the ath¬ 
letes will not wear them 
during competition, they 
might consider using them 
when moving around out¬ 
doors.

Ian Kent couldn’t help but 
break into a smile when 
asked if he has been to 
the Paralympic Games 
before.

der called Dystonia at the 
age of 38, that he discov¬ 
ered para-table tennis.

The 31-year-old is compet¬ 
ing in the third Summer 
Olympic Games of her ca¬ 
reer, one away from Nova 
Scotia’s record. Lake Echo 
canoeist Steve Giles, who re¬ 
tired after the last Olympics 
in Athens, holds the current 
standard with four. 

“It’s tough — our sport is 
very competitive,” said 
Furneaux, at yesterday’s 
Olympic sendoff at the Roy¬ 
al Nova Scotia Yacht 
Squadron. “It was always a 
dream of mine to be in Chi¬ 
na. At the closing cere¬ 
monies in Athens, I told 
myself I’d be in Beijing. 
Now I’m going. It’s really 
quite something.” 

Only one other Nova Scot¬ 
ian, Dartmouth rower Todd 
Hallett, is known to have 
competed in three Summer 
Olympics. 

Furneaux has recovered 
from troublesome back and 
shoulder injuries sustained 
last summer, when it 
seemed her career might be 
winding down. Her times 
were uncharacteristically 


slow and she was left off the 
national team at one point. 

This summer, she has 
been Canada’s top female 
kayaker, knocking off Que¬ 
bec’s Emilie Foumel for the 
Olympic K-l spot and also 
earning a job with the K-4 
crew. 

“I’m racing both events 
and it’s always been my 
dream,” she said. “It’s really 
special for me and I’m very 
excited.” 


Furneaux, whose best 
Olympic finish is fifth, said 
she feels as strong as she’s 
felt her entire career. But 
that doesn’t mean she is 
looking ahead to a fourth 
Games yet. 

“The world champi¬ 
onships are here in Dart¬ 
mouth next year so I’m defi¬ 
nitely hoping to compete in 
that,” she said. “After that, 
I’ll just take it year-by-year

Taking a prison break 

Philippines penitentiary isn't your usual tourist getaway

A popular tourist zone in 
the Philippines, Palawan 
is home to world-class 
diving, a UNESCO- 
protected underground 
cave — and the Iwahig 
Prison & Penal Farm. 

It’s an open-air peniten¬ 
tiary that is both working 
institution and tourist at¬ 
traction. 

With some 3,000 prison¬ 
ers living in this “prison 
without walls,” tourists 
are welcome to browse 
and buy handicrafts made 
by inmates. This unusual 
place opened in 1904 and 
was intended to isolate 
“the worst and incorrigi¬ 
ble” offenders on this 
small island. 

Today, Iwahig prison is 
divided into foursub- 
colonies with 133 inmates 
in maximum security, 
2,220 in medium and 769 
in minimum security. 

Inmates work in “agro¬ 
industries,” toiling away 
under the afternoon sun 
in what looks like a farm¬ 
ing community. Some of 
the convicts are even al¬ 
lowed to live there with 
their families! 

There are no visible 
walls, barbed wire fences 
or guards with guns, only 
hectares of rice paddies 
with men hard at work. It

would be difficult for any 
prisoner to arrange for 
transportant off the island 
and head counts are con¬ 
ducted regularly. Thus, es¬ 
cape attempts are rare. 

I find myself at the en¬ 
trance of the prison, trying 
to talk to Ramirez, the se¬ 
curity guard, into letting 
our team film inside the 
prison. Our tourist group 
had come to Palawan 
specifically to film this 
place. 

The guard says I can en¬ 
ter as a tourist and check 
out the souvenir shop, but 
no cameras are allowed. 
Stonewalled, I concede, 
and hop in our vehicle for 
a quick drive through the 
premises. 

Groups of unconfined 
inmates are weeding by 
hand in fields. 

The colour of their t- 
shirts indicate the status 
of their sentences: brown 


for minimum security, 
blue for medium, and or¬ 
ange (which tourists don’t 
see because they are kept 
in a conventional prison 
with armed guards) for 
maximum security in¬ 
mates. 

On the way to the sou¬ 
venir shop, we drive 
through a quaint suburb 
that houses the prison 
staff, with a primary 
school, a little market and 
a groomed tennis court. 

I hop out of the car to 
check out the goods. 
Though authorities claim 
the handicrafts are made 
by prisoners, I’m con¬ 
vinced they were made in 
China. Cheap necklaces, 
turtle-shaped ashtrays, wo¬ 
ven baskets and ... wood¬ 
en nunchulcs? Selling 
weapons at a prison is 
probably not the greatest 
of ideas. 

Outside the shop, busi¬ 


ness transactions with in¬ 
mates is an official no-no. 
Had I known this, I would¬ 
n’t have purchased a most 
unusual souvenir. 

I’m seated in the back of 
the car. A medium security 
inmate approaches the dri¬ 
ver’s side with something 
under his shirt. 

Turns out, inmates are 
clandestinely selling their 
prison uniforms to 
tourists. I watch as the 
driver and the inmate ne¬ 
gotiate an illegal transac¬ 
tion. 

It has the secrecy of a 
drug deal, except the only 
thing I score is cotton. 
This blue t-shirt, inscribed 
with the Iwahig logo, costs 
me the equivalent of $5. 

The trade happens so 
fast, I’m left with a strange 
token of my trip and un¬ 
easy feelings about the un¬ 
derground economy I’d 
just supported.

The film grossed $158.4 
US million during its first 
three days of release 
across the United States 
and Canada — a $3-million 
improvement over Sun¬ 
day’s estimate from the 
Time Warner Inc.-owned 
studio.

The film — shot in his 
hometown — is about the 
put-upon Oliver Zinclc, 
played by Knocked Up’s Jay 
Baruchel, who has just in¬ 
herited the failing family 
funeral home.

Slackers refuse to grow up 

Step Brothers exposes enabling parents, middle-aged moochers

It’s not easy being parents. 
But imagine if you were 
the parents of two slackers 
who never grew up. Now 
imagine if those spoiled 
delinquents were 
fortysomethings Will Fer¬ 
rell and John C. Reilly. 

This is exactly the dra¬ 
matic predicament both 
Richard Jenkins and Mary 
Steenburgen face as en¬ 
abling on-screen parents to 
the middle-aged moochers 
in the new comedy Step 
Brothers. Sure, a pair of 
quarrelling forty some¬ 
thing stay-at-home adults 
sounds like a ludicrous 
premise for a movie but it 
might not be that far¬ 
fetched a scenario after all. 

“We looked into it and it 
turned out it was a real dy¬ 
namic going on,” says di¬ 
rector Adam McKay. “The 
increase in adults living at 
home has gone up drasti¬ 
cally in the last ten years 
and we were like, ‘Oh my

God, this is actually real’.” 

It sure is. In fact, accord¬ 
ing to a recent Statistics 
Canada study, over 43 per 
cent of Canadian young 
adults under the age of 29 
were still living with their 
parents, up significantly 
from only two decades pre- 
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vious. Step Brothers isn’t 
just joking around — it’s 
exposing a burgeoning so¬ 
ciological problem. 

Unlike the film, most 
“boomerang” adults who 
move back in with parents 
are primarily university 
students battling a moun¬ 
tain of debt. But those 
aren’t the only financial 
difficulties keeping adults 
at home. Even if people 
manage to start working, 
entry-level positions don’t 
even guarantee a salary 
anymore. As the Boston 
Globe’s career columnist 
Penelope Trunk recently 
wrote, “the rise of the pres¬ 
tigious but unpaid intern¬ 
ship intersects perfectly 
with the rise of the

boomeranger.” 

Sure, living with parents 
isn’t a matter of choice for 
many but as the title of one 
of Trunk’s articles shows 
(“Believe it or not, moving 
back home is now in”), this 
trend could affect attitudes 
toward the acceptable age 
for leaving home. Is it 25? 
How about 40? 

Either way, while McK¬ 


ay insists the movie is 
just a zany comedy, its 
subtle message about par¬ 
ents enabling their chil¬ 
dren is definitely not lost 
on Step Brothers’ on¬ 
screen parents. 

“There’s a little part of 
me that finds this a dream 
situation believe it or not,” 
admits Steenburgen. 
“Thankfully I have, by 
some miracle, well-adjust¬ 
ed children that actually 
wanted to leave me.” 

Jenkins agrees. “I 
could’ve kept (my kids) 
around a few more years. 
It’d been OK with me.” 

“With the price of gas,” 
interjects Steenburgen. 
“Nobody’s going to be leav¬ 
ing (home) soon anyway.” 


Batman star denies allegations 


Actor Christian Bale, star 
of The Dark Knight, 
yesterday denied allega¬ 
tions of assault made by 
his mother and sister after 
he was questioned by Lon¬ 
don police.

“Christian Bale attended 
a London police station to¬ 
day, on a voluntary basis, in 
order to assist with an alle¬ 
gation that had been made 
against him to the police by 
his mother and sister,” 
Allen said in a statement. 

“Mr. Bale, who denies 
the allegation, co-operated 
throughout, gave his ac¬ 
count in full of the events 
in question, and has left 
the station without any 
charge being made against 
him by the police.” 

She confirmed separate-

ly that the allegation was 
of assault. When asked if 
Bale had been arrested and 
released on bail, a police 
spokeswoman said: “A 34- 
year-old man has been 
bailed to return to a police 
station on a date in Sep¬ 
tember.”
